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SIR, 


HE Defign of this Treatife, is to prove the Do- 

Gtrine of the Refurrection of the fame Body, to 

be the Doétrine of the Gofpel; the Proofs 

brought from the Heathens, Jews, and Anti- 

diluvian Patriarchs, being, ex absundanti, for the Satif- 
fation of the Curious. 

The Book is divided into four Parts; The firft con- 
cerning the Opinions of the Heathens, founded ona Tra- 
dition concerning the Refurre€tion, and that fome of them 
hold it in the Chriftian Senfe. Here our Author takes no- 
tice of their grofs Notions concerning the Soul in its 
State of Separation ; that it has all the fame Parts that the 
Body has, and eats, drinks, cc, He takes notice of 
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“fuflin Martyr's Mittake in citing the Paflages of Titus, 
Tantalus, Eris and Aridews, to prove that Homer and Pla- 
to maintain’d the Refurrection, becaufe of their defcri- 
bing thofe Perfons to be punifh’d in a Corporal manner ; 
forthe Heathens did not fuppofe their Bodies to be fo 
tormented, but that the Soul has allthe fame Parts that 
the Body has. Our Author brings the Opinions of the 
Platonifts, Pythagoreams, &c. as to Tranfmigration of 
Souls, as a proof that they had fome imperfect Tradi- 
tion of the Refurre€tion of our Bodies. He adduces for 
the fame Reafons their Opinions of the equal Duration of 
the Body and Soul; their believing fome Men to have af- 
cended up into Heaven in their Bodies, as Hercules, Ro- 
mulus, &c. to live there for ever: And that others, as 
Arifteus and Alcmena, afcended alfo upon a Reunion of 
their Souls and Bodies after Death. Then he brings the 
Opinion of the Pythagoreans and Platonifts, &c. concern- 
ing the Reftitution of our Bodies, and all other things, to 
their former State, after the Revolution of many Ages. 
That of Varros Genethliaci, that the Soul is united to the 
Body after 440 Years. That of the Stoicks, concerning 
the Reproduétion of all the fame Men, gc. As for Ex- 
ample, That Socrates fhould be born again at Athens, teach 
Philofophy, be reaccufed and condemned by the Areopa- 
gites. Andthat of the Atomical Philofophers Democritus 
and Epicurws, that our Bodies fhould hereafter be made up 
of the very fame Particles. Inthe next place our Author 
acquaints us, that the Antient Magi, their Reli€ts the 
prefent Gaurs of Perfia, fome of the Antient Arabians, 
Banians of India, the Inhabitants of Ceylon, Fava, Pega 
Tranfiana, and fome of the Chinefe, Arderians in Guinee, 
and the Antient Pruffians, afferted the RefurreCtion in the 
fame Senfe as we do. And in the laft place he fhews 
us, that they had not thofe Traditions from the Jews, 
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but from Noah, and the Antidiluvian Patriarchs. 

The fecond Part is concerning the Opinions of the An- 
tient Fews. And here our Author acquaints us, that the 
Dofrine of the Refurreétion was no Article of the Faith, 
or Term of Communion among them, till about an 
hundred Years after Chrift: And though it was not owned 
by the Effemes, nor Philo Fudaus, yet that it was the com- 
mon and gencral Doétrine long before that Time. He 
does alfo take notice, that the Immortality of the Soul 
was no Term of the Jewifl: Communion at that time 
neither, becaufe the Sadduces were owned as true Jews. 
Then he givesusthe Opinion of the Phari/ees, according 
to fofephus, that they own’d the Tranfmigration of the 
Soul out of one Body intoanother: And the Opinion of 
Fofephus himfelf, that the Souls of good Men fhould, af- 
ter the Circumvolution of many Ages, inhabit chafte Bo- 
dies again ; but that the Souls of the Wicked were caft 
into Hell. Our Author acquaints us alfo with the Opi- 
nions of the Sapientes Mecar, fo called, from their en- 
quiring into Natural Caufes; whoafferted, that not on- 
ly Men, but all other Animals, fhould after Death rife a- 
sain, their Souls returning into other Bodies, after a cer- 
tain {pace of many thoufand Years. The Hemerobaptifts, 
who efteemed it neceflary for-cleanfing themfelves from 
Sin, to bathe every Day in Water, and the Sadduces a- 
greed in denying the Refurretion, which was taken no- 
tice of as differing from the received Opinion. He gives. 
~ usnext the Opinion of fome of the Sews concerning the 
paffing of their Bodies under-ground to the Holy Land; 
and their Cultom of carrying the Bones of their Dead thi- 
ther. And this they will have to be the reafon of Facod 
and fofeph’s being carried into Canaan tobe buried there, 
-that they might not be obnoxious to the rolling from one 
Cavern to another, till they came tothe Valley of febo- 
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' fbaphat, whence they fancy that they muft all rife to Judg- 
ment, whatever placethey are buried in; and therefore the 
greater and richer fort of them have their Bones convey’d 
to fome part thereof by their Kindred or Friends, becaufe 
they hold, that fuch who are not conveyed thither muft 
{crape through the Ground with their Nails till they come 
at the place. He acquaints us alfo, that fome of them 
hold, that the Soul is to pafsinto three feveral Bodies from | 
thofe words of Fob, Chap. 33.29. Lo, all thefe things God 
worketh thrice, which we render oftentimes: that {ome of 
them believe a Tranfmigration into Brutes, and think 
Nebuchadnezzar’s Soul to have really paffed into the Body 
of a Beaft; and to this they think chat the Pfalmift alludes, 
Pfal. 22.20. inthefe words, Deliver my Darling from the 
Power of the Dog ; which they reckon a Prayer that his 
Soul might not pafs intoa Dog, or any other Brute. Our 
Author concludes this Part with Teftimonies for the Re- 
furreCtion out of the Old Teftament, as Deut. 32. 39. 
1 Sam.11.6. Ifa.26.19. Ezek.37. Dan.12.2. Fob 19.25. 
The third Part is concerning the Dottrine of the Pri- 
mitive Church, wherein our Author demonftrates the Re- 
{urreCtion of the fame Human Body from the New Te- 
ftament, viz. Chrift’s words, St. Fohn 5.28. Rev.20.12. 
and here he confutes Origen’s Opinion of the Semina Re- 
farrectionis, whence an incorruptible Body f{prings accor- 
ding to him, and of the little indiflolvable Bone which 
the Jews call Luz, whence Origen feems to have borrowed 
his Opinion. He obferves alfo, that if this were true, 
the Body which does fo {pring up, would be of the 
fame kind with that which was buried, and not a fubtile 
and /Ethereal one. He gives us alfo Bifhop Pearfon’s 
Confutation of the Socinian Commentary on this Text 
to avoid the force of this Argument. Then he proceeds 
to other Texts, viz. St. Mat. 10. 28, 29, 30. and to thefe 
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he joins our Saviour’s aflenting to Martha’s Belief of the 
Refurredtion, and allowing of the fame in the other Jews, 
by his An{wer to the Queftion of the Ssdduces concerning 
Marriage: then he cites 1 Cor. 15.53. 1 Theff. 4. 16, 17. 
Then he reconciles this Do€@trine with the Apoftle’s Com- 
parifon of Corn, faying, that the An{wer isto be underftood 
only as to the Qualities: and here he takes notice of the 
Lamenefs of aii Comparifons, and of the Greek Churches 
ufing boil’d Wheat as a Symbol of the RefurreCtion; the 
Mufcovites ufing red and gilded Eggs, and the Jews Grafs 
as Symbols of it. He argues next from the Example of 
our Saviour Refurrection, and tells us, that it was as 
poffible for our Saviour’s Human Body to enter the Room 
when the Doors were fhut, as to walk on the Water, and 
make St. Peter do the like; and adds judicioufly, That 
tho he fhall not pretend to prefcribe a Way tothe Almigh- 
ty, it was ealy for Omnipotence to effect that Miracle fe- 
veral ways. He argues further fromthe Example of thofe 
who rofe out of their Graves at the time of his Refurre&i- 
on, from the Types of our Refurre€tion mentioned in the 
Old Teftament, and the proper Signification of the word 
'avasnos, or RefurreCtion.. In the next place, he fhows 
that the Do€trine of the Identity of the Body in the Re- 
furre&tion, is the Do€trine of the primitive Fathers, as 
St. Clement, Fuftin Martyr, Irenaus, Athenagoras, Theophilus 
of Antioch, the Churches of Lions and Vienna, Clemens 
Alexandrinus, Tertullian, and others, and from the Creeds 
of the Primitive Church, and others in feveral Ages ; and 
here he takes notice of Origen’s Inconfiftencies. | 

In the fourth Part, he anfwers Objections againft the 
Refurre&tion, treats of the Qualities of the Body in the 
fame, and the Reafon why it ts to rife. 

The firft Obje&tion being taken from the Difficulty of 


it, many Men having not only been foreed by Neceffity 
to 
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to devour one another, but many whole Nations in the 
World feeding on Human Flefh; and tothis may be ad- 
ded, that Grafs fprings up from the Bodies of the Dead 
which is eaten by the Cattle that we feed upon, and their 
Flefh becomes ours. Our Author anfwers, That God, 
who hath promifed that our Bodies fhall rife again, can 
order it fo as that fhall not hinder his Promife from being 
fulfilled: And here he gives us the Obfervation of the moft 
accurate Sanéforius from Statick Experiments, that not 
above the fiftieth part of our Food turns to Nourifhment ; 
whence he infers, that fhould an Ox feed on the Grafs of 
a Field impregnated by dead Bodies, the Grafs would not 
confift wholly of thofe Particles, but chiefly of other 
more common ones, thofe of Rain, and the like; fo not 
above the fiftieth part, or perhaps much lefs, would be- 
come the Flefh of the Ox; and not above the fiftieth pare 
of the Beef turned into the Subftance of the Man: fo that 
if there were no particular Providence concern’d in the 
matter, there would be but very few Particles in any 
Man’s Body which belong’d before to another ; and be- 
fides, the other forty nine Parts of the Flefh, there would 
remain all the Bones untouch’d.. He urges further, that 
it is not neceflary that all the Particles of the Body fhould 
be raifed, but fuch as make up the neceffary Parts of 
the Body, viz. fuch as remain after the utmoft degree 
of Maceration, as the Bones, the Skin, the Nerves, 
the Tendons, the Ligaments, and the Subftance of the 
feveral Veffels: And here our Author explodes what 
Mr. Boyle alledges of a Plaftick Power in fome part of the 
Matter of a deceafed Body, to take to it felf frefh Mar- 
ter, and fafhion it fo as thence fufficiently to repair or aug- 
ment it felf: Or, that God by his Omnipotence will work 
up fome of the Particles of the deceafed Body with the 
adjacent Matter into a Human Body. This being the 
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main Objection, we have infifted the longer upon it. Our 
Author anf{wers feveral others; and delivers, as his Opi- 
nion, That our glorified Bodies will be fuch as Adem’s at 
his Creation, but with this difference, that ours will con- 
tinue the fame without Perfpiration, or any other Eva- 
cuation ; and he feems inclinable to believe, that all our 
Heaven will be nothing but a Heaven upon the new 
Earth, or in fome glorious folid Orb created on purpofe 
for us in thofe immenfe Regions which we call Heaven : 
And the Reafon of the Refurre€tion he fuppofes to be, 
that as we have done Good or Evil as Men, we may be 
punifh’d or rewarded as Men. In a word, He hath dif- 
covered abundance of Reading and Judgment in this 
Treatife ; and, as he tells us himfelf, has trod in no Man’s 
Steps, but the Entertainment he gives us is wholly his 
own. Andthis we may adventure to fay, that they may 
jultly be accounted too nice, or to have loft their Relifh 
whom this Entertainment does not pleafe. We fhall only 
add, that there are abundance of curious and ufeful things 
in this Book, which neither our Defign nor Room will 
allow us to take notice of.

HE Author’s tenth Differtation is an exatt Eaquiry 
into all that hath been advanced hithereo concern 
ing the Works of Déonyfius the Areopagite, either by the 
Divines who afcribe them to the firft Bifhop of Athens, 
or the Criticks who look upon it as the Produ€tion of 
the fifth Century. He exhibits all the Arguments and 
Anfwers which have been propofed upon this Subjeét, 
and prizes the Difcoveries, but efpecially the Refle@ions 
of the Authors who have handled the Queftion before him 
very highly. He fets the Proof founded upon a Tradi- 
tion of 1100 Years ftanding in its true Light, fhaws 
wherein it is defe€tive, and how it hath been unconftant 
and difcontinued. He confiders the Strength of the Ob- 
jeCtion from the Silence of Eufebius and St. Ferom as to 
thofe Works, and from St, Arhanafins and St. Cyril not 
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making ufe of them againft the Herefies of their Times. 
He weighs exaétly what may be concluded from the An- 
fwers made by the Catholicks the firft time that thofe 
Books were cited. For the Severians believing thae 
St. Dennis’s Name would be a mighty Support to their 
Opinion, they oppofed his Works to the Orthodox in the 
Conference which they held at Conftantinople in 533, 
when Hippation anfwered, that thofe Books were at leaft 
doubtful; and that if they had been compos’d by St. Dennis 
the Areopagite, they had never been unknown to the 
Antients, who would not have fail’d of drawing Advan- 
tages from them againft the Impieties of Arins. 

- In his Examen of what ts faid Pro and Con as to thofe 
Books in the following Ages, he gives the Decree of the 
Faculty of Theology at Paris againit Luther its place, 
which having never been publifh’d before, is expre(t in 
the following Terms. <Additur & hac ex Libro de Capti- 
vitate Babylonica. In Dionyfio qui fcripfit de Calefti Hie- 
varchia, nihil ferme eft folide Evudttionis, & ommia [unt 
illius meditata in prafato Libro acSomniis prope fimillima. In 
Theologia autem myftica perniciofiffimus eft, Platonizens magis 
quam Chriftianizans. In Ecelefiaftica vero Hierarchia, ludis 
Allegoriis, quod eft otioforum Hominum fiudium. Hee Pro- 
pofitio eft falfa, temere & arroganter adferta, ac Viro fantto, 
€» infigni eruditione claro, injuria quem Damafcenus Di- 
vinum Aveopagitam, Pauli, Difcipulum, acerrimum & Dei- 
loquentiffimum appellat. This Decree is dated in 1520, 
and there was fuch another againft Era/mus {even Years 
after. 

And as the Stile of thofe Books, the Authors therein 
cited, the Traditions alledged, the Difcipline and Exer- 
cifes of Monafteries, the Ecclefiaftical Ceremonies, and 
way of adminiftring the Sacraments, ferves for Helps to 
difcover the time when the Author lived: Father Nourry 
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makes folid Refle&tions upon all thofe things; and tho he 
does not openly declare his Judgment, he lets it be feen 
which fide he inclines to, and infinuates as a thing very 
probable, that thofe Books were not compofed until the 
Interval between the General Council of Ephefvs and 
that of Chalcedon. And in fine, when he makes the 
Analyfis of thofe Works, he fhaws the Profit which may 
redound from reading them, difcourfes of their different 
Editions and Tranflations, and the Remarks and Com- 
mentaries that have been made upon them. 

The eleventh Differtation is upon the Clementine Re- 
cognitions, and by comparing what Exfebius, St. Epipha- 
niws, St. ferome, Ruffinus, Photius, and alfo the Moderns 
have thought of them, fhows us what weare to believe 
as moft probable. He enquires alfo into the Author of 
that Work as it appears now ; what Fruit may be reap'd 
from it, how many times it hath been printed, and by 
whom it has been illuftrated. 

His twelfth Differtation is upon the Works colleéted 
together in the firft Tome of the Bibliotheck of the Fa- 
thers, imprinted at Liows ; and here he treats of the Hi- 
{tory of Ariftews, with the different Opinions of the 
Learned upon that Subject. Some of them believing that 
he wasthe Author of the Relation of the Verfion of the 
Septuagint, And others being of Opinion, that Arifens 
did formerly compofe that Relation, but that it was loft, 
and what we now have Is fuppofititious. And there’s a 
third fort, as Vives and Scaliger, who hold that Arifteus 
did never write any fuch Relation. 

They who hold the firft Opinion, build upon the Au- 
thority of Fofephus, Philo, St.fuftin, St.lreneus, and Clemens 
of Alexandria, {ome of whom {peak pofitively of Arifteus 
his Hiftory; and others, without mentioning him, give 
an Account how Prolomy caufed the Bible to be tranflated 
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into Greek. Scaliger and other Moderns who hold the 
fecond Opinion, rely chiefly on the Teftimony of Her- 
mippus Of Smirna, who lived under the Reign of Prolomy 
Evergetes; and on the Report of Diogenes Laertius, affir- 
med, that Demetrius of Phalera became fufpected and 
odious to Ptolomy Philadelph, and died in the beginning 
of his Reign; whence he infers, that there’s very little 
appearance that ever he advifed him to enrich his Library 
with a Tranflation of the Scripture. And Father Noarry 
after he hath examined thofe and other Reafons, and re- 
ducing the principal Difficulty to the Oppofition that there 
is betwixt Hermippw and Ariffobalus, declares that he 
thinks the Teftimony of the latter ftronger than the 
former. 

He treats next on the Teftaments of the twelve Patri- 
archs, which he rejeéts as fuppofititious, and in many 
places contradi€tory to the holy Scriptures: He {peaks alfo 
of the Manufcripts of thofe Teftaments, and the Latin 
Verfion of them, by Robart Grofthead, Bifhop of Lincoln, 
in 1242. 

The laft Chapter of this Differtation is upon the famous 
Queftion of the 8 Books of Oracles, and the three Opi- 
‘nions concerning the Sybils: The firft of thefe who be- 
lieve that they compofed thofe eight Books before the Birth 
ofour Lord. The fecond is of thofe, who, tho per{waded 
that there were fuch Sybils, who foretold things that hap- 
pened to the Romans, yet will not own that they did 
ever prophefy any thing concerning the Chriftian Reli- 
gion, but afcribe thofe Verfes concerning it to a Chriftian 
who liv’d in the middle of the fecond Age. The third is 
of thofe who received thofe Verfes as cited either by the 
Pagans or holy Fathers, and reject allthe reft. Our Au- 
thor proves againft the Socinians that there were really 
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and Falfhoods in thofe Books which go under their Name. 
After this he reduces the principal Difficulty to this Point, 
to know whether thofe Paflages cited, either by Ecclefi- 
aftical Authors, or cthers, are truly the Paffages of the 
S, hills: And here he examines all that’s faid, pro and con, 
with the Scrength and Weaknefs of each Argument. He 
makes new Refle&tions upon the Paffages of Cicero and Vir- 
gils fourth Eclogue. Then he goes to the Authority of 
St. fujtin, Lactantins and Conftantine; and {hews that 
Gallens, who writes a large Volume upon this laft Subject, 
is incxcufable for rejeting the Sentiments of the greateft 
of the Antients with fo much Contempt. Then he en- 
ters upon the Reafons which are brought to maintain this 
Opinion, and the Anfwers which are given unto them. 
And concludes with an Advertifement upon the Hiftory of 
Berofus, which is not printed in the Bibliotheque of the 
Fathers; althothe Cenlure of Gafpard Varrerius upon it, 


be inferted in the Edition of Cologn, and that of Lions 
fince.

That he thinks he has laid a 
Foundation for this Nation’s Greatnefs and Riches, which 
none of our Neighbours are capable of difturbing or ar- 
riving tothemfelves, are more.than enough to excite eve- 
ry Englifh-mantobe his Reader; and whoever fhall be 
pleafed to give themfelves that Trouble, we dare be 
bound to fay they will think themfelves well rewarded 
for their Pains. 

The Author fhews in his Preface that their Majefties 
pay three Millions for what might be bought with ready

Our Author, to prevent all Miftakes, acquaints us, 
that he is not for deftroying the Million-Aat, Lotte- 

ry-Act, 
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ry-Act, and Bank, but thinks it reafonable they fhould 
continue till time wear them out ; only he wou!d prevent 
their ruini:g others, and for chat end difplays the Incon- 
veniences which arife from them: Then he propofes 
Ways to fupply their Majefties, and to enrich the Sub- 
jets Ly the Taxes raifed on them. 

Next he calculates Tables tor the Million-Act, Lotte- 
ry-Act, and Bank, at 5 /. percent. per annum, and Intercit 
upon Intereft. He fhews that the Contributors to the 
Million- AG will in 60 Years receive 93142164. 185. 9d. 
over and above the advanced Million; that thofe of the 
Lottery willin 16 Years receive 1129174/. 55. 2d. over 
and above their Principal and Intereft, and Intereft upon 
Intereft; and chat the Bank, if paid their 1200000 /. in 
60 Years, will have above 14 Millions more than Princi- 
pal and Intereft, and Intereft upon Intereft, befides other 
Advantages. Then he fhows how Freeholders pay more 
Taxes for an Eftate of 1004. per annum, than monied Men 
do for 100002. in Money, though they receive more Be- 
ncfit for roco /. in Money, than a Gentleman does from an 
Ettate worth 3000 4. in Land. And next he fhews the Dan- 
ger that may accruchence tothe Nation in many Refpects, 
and anfwers fome Objections. 

Then he comes to the Propofals for fupplying their Ma- 
seflies with Money, and enriching the Subjects by the 
‘Taxes raifed on them, which is by Bills of Credit on 
Land-Security. He fers forth the many Advantages 
which both their Majefties and the Nation will reap by 
this Method. ‘Thea he draws up two Tables for the 
Frecholder, thathe may prefeatly fee what Annuity he 
mult pay for any Vaiuein Killsof Credit, what Eftate he 
mult fettle, ce. He hath likewife tram’d two other Ta- 
bles for the Parliament, to fhow what Value in Bills of 
Credit they may raife on an Annuity of r0c00col, per ann. 
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fectled by Parliament for any Term of Years; or what 
Fund mult be fettled for any Term of Years for each Mil- 
on advancd. Phen hecomes to the Ufe of the 1 and 2d 
‘fables, fhewing that a Gentleman who hath no more than 
100 /. per ann. miy give his Children 2000 /, and have go/. 
per anv. for himicit to live ony, and other Examples of this 
‘Nature. Jn the Ule of thethird Table he fhews, that 
the Parliament migit have raifed three times the Sum on 
the rococo /. Fund for the Bank, augmented the Eftates 
of the Frecholders, andexermptei them from Taxes. Ia 
the fourth Table he fhews how the Parliament might 
have raifud 1200000/. for 360col. per annum, which is 
4 64000 L. per annum lels than ts paid the Bank ; or might 
have had a Million for 875007. per annum for 16 Years, 
| which is §7ooo/. iefs than is paid to the Contributors of 
in the Lottery. Then he anfwers feveral Objections, and ‘ 

particularly thatagatnfi the Bills cf Credit or Paper-Mo- 
nev. Heeoeson to fhew, that his Propofals are reafona- 
ble and practicable, and explains his Treatifeé ina Dia- 
logue, wherein amongit other things he tells us, how an 
(iFate is co be fettled; that it is almott impoffible to make 
any undue Setelements ; that no Man can bea Lofer by 
thefe Bills of Credit; that thofe who fettle their E- 
ftates, and lend their Bills of Credit to their Miajelties, 
will have their Hitates doubled, and be exempted from 
| ‘Taxcs; and how any Vreeholder may have Bills of Cre- 
: dit upon his own Eitate, for his own Ufe, for ros, per 
' sent. per annum, how a Gentleman may have 100000 /, 
for lefs Intereft than now he pays for gooo/, how the 
Freeholders of England, without a Farthing of Money, ~ 
or parting with a Foot of Land, may ina few Years raife 
the moft famous Bank in the Worid, far exceeding thofe 
ot Amflerdam, Venise or Genona. 
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He concludes by bringing in the Monied Men, the 
Freeholders and the Merchants, feverally addreffing them- 
felves to,or laying their Grievances before the Parliament ; 
and fets forth, that whereas all other Propofals or Me- 
thods for raifing Money are generally without any Regard 
to the Good of the Nation, and may differve inftead of 
ferving their Majefties, that his Propofals are no Iefs ad- 
vantageous to the Subjects, than they are to their Maje- 
fires, 

In fhort, our Author’s Propofals are fo confiderable in 
themfelves, and he argues fo ingentoufly to prove them 
to be practicable, that we muft needs recommend them to 
every Man’s Perufal. And as he has givenanample De- 
moniftration of his Good-will to his Country, we with ic 
may have thedefigned Succefs, as doubtlefs it will, if ic 
abide the Telt ot their Majefties, and the Parliament’s 
Examination. In the mean time we could wifh that our 
Author’s Difcovery, that we are capable of raifing a more 
famous Bank than any in the World, and have where- 
with to lay a Foundation of Riches and Greatnefs that 
our Neighbours cannot difturb, may have the fame Influ- 
ence to oblige the Freach to give over the War, as that 
noble Romans throwing Provifions down from the Ca- 
pitol had to make their Predeceffors the Gaw/s abandon the 
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Books printed beyond Sea.
